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First Office Action on the Merits 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 10-29 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 10. 

2. During a telephonic interview on October 22, 20003 with Mr. David Benson, 
applicant further elected the species of formula (II) found on page 15 of the present 
specification. Based on applicant's elected species, claims 5-7 stand withdrawn from 
further consideration as being drawn to a nonelected species. Claims 1-4, 8 and 9 were 
searched to the extent Ar' is substituted or unsubstituted phenylene, n is 5 and and 

are -(AH)m-R^ wherein aH is substituted or unsubstituted phenylene and m is 1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

4. Claims 1-4, 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kovyrzina et al.

Kovyrzina et al. teach alkylated polyphenylenes (see the attached Abstract, RN 
66252-70-8P). The compound taught by the reference is encompassed by the instant 
claims. 

5, Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Florin et 
al. 

Florin et al. teach m- and p-polyphenyls (see the attached Abstract, RN 70352- 
20-4). The compound taught by the reference is encompassed by the instant claims.
